New Business

Proposed changes to City of Wichita Firework Ordinance:

In November of 2022, a fireworks committee was assembled to review historical
challenges related to fireworks and explore possible solutions. On February 28", 2023, the
Wichita Fire Department presented a two-phased approach to the Wichita City Council
outlining legalization of consumer aerial fireworks. Considerations included sales,
possession, and display within the city.
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Recommended Action: Provide feedback regarding proposed modifications to the
City of Wichita fireworks ordinance.

Wichita Parking and Multimodal Plan:

The Wichita Parking and Multimodal Plan is a policy framework for improving parking
management, operations, and design in Wichita. The vision statement for the plan is this:
In 2040, the City of Wichita will be a community where parking contributes to the civic,
social, and economic vitality of the community. Parking will be a high-quality, integral part
of a dynamic, connected, and seamless multimodal transportation system. The City’s
parking system will strive to be convenient and efficient for a diverse and comprehensive
range of users.
